Since the beginning of 1953, 


when the program was launched 
with the approval of the Bra- 
zilian Government, more than 
200 Dutch families, comprising 
about 1,000 persons, have started 


a new life in this country. 


The Netherlands High Com- 
missioner for Emigration, M. 
Haveman, who has just com- 


pleted a tour of the settled areas, 


will recommend to this govern- 
ment that the program be ac- 
celerated, 

Mr. Haveman was more than 
pleased with what he saw. 

“IT came to Brazil with some 
trepidation,” he said. “My gov- 
ernment had been somewhat 
nervous about the program. But 
what I have seen of the nuclei 
of Dutch settlers in the states 
of Sao Paulo, Parana, and Rio 
Grande do Sul has’ convinced 
me that the fears were ground- 
less. We must step up the 
pace of emigration to Brazil.” 

Housing conditions, he said, 
surpassed anything he had seen 
in other countries, where similar 
settlement programs are in prog- 
ress, with the po sible exception 
of South Africa. 

Among the countries he has 


visited are Canada, Australia, 
and New Zealand. 
“The Dutch housewives — in 


Brazil are happy, and this is one 


of the principal contributions to 


the suecess of the program,” Mr. 
Haveman explained,
